Testimony given by Charles C. Nich- 
olls, president of the defunct Nicholls- 
Ritter-Goodnew Real Estate Co., in 
bankruptcy proceedings before Referee 
in Bankruptcy Coles Wednesday, dis- 
closed that instead of $318 tangible as- 
sets which were supposed to exist, the 
company's possessions are $7,347.12 less 
than nothing. 

A. H. Frederick, trustee for the cred- 
itors, had found assets apparently worth 
$318. The company had listed assets of 
$429,000. Nicholls admitted Wednesday 
in his testimony that these were all 
practically worthless. 

The only possible chance of getting 
anything out of the assets, he testified, 
was through the company’s interest in 
the Floral Garden Development Co. of 
New York, which was started by E. P. 
V. Ritter, vice-president of the St. 
Louis concern, when he went to New 
York seven years ago and opened an 
office for the St. Louis company. 

At the previous hearing, July 24, Nich- 
olls had produced some statements from 
Ritter showing the state of the accounts 
between the St. Louis concern and the 
Floral Park Development Co. Nicholls 
had then asked to be given time to di- 
gest the statements. Wednesday he 
gave the results of the digestive 
process. 

Deficit of 87347 Found. 

The statements, he said, showed that 
the Nicholls-Ritter-Goodnow company 
still owes the Floral Development Co. 
$6385.12 on its holdings in the subdivis- 
sions opened by the New York company, 
the St. Louis concern having received 
that much in excess of the amount that 
was due it from the sale of lots. 

The statements also showed, Nicholls 
said, that there was $9550 due from the 
St. Louis firm to the Floral Develop- 
ment Co. in connection with the sale 
of mortgages on the New York subdi- 
visions, making a total of $15,935.12. The 
assets of $318, found by Frederick, sub- 
tracted from this amount, leaves $15,- 
6!7.12. To offset this amount, the state- 
ment showed, according to Nicholls’ 
testimony, that the Floral Development 
Co. owned the Nicholls-Ritter-Goodnow 
Co, $8270, leaving a deficit of $7347.12. 

105 Lots Were Sold. 

The Floral Garden Development Co. 
owned two subdivisions on Long Island, 
according to facts deduced from Nich- 
olls testimony. In the second subdi- 
vision, according to a statement pre- 
pared in 1911, there were 367 lots, 20 by 
100 feet, and of these 16 were sold. 

Nicholls testified that he knew noth- 
ing of the value of the unsold lots. He 
knew that there was a mortgage of 3200 
on éach lot, and that some of the lots 
had been sold for $500 to $750, but that 
in the last year no lots had been sold. 

The only interest of the Nicholls- 
Ritter-Goodnow Co. in these lots, he

CLOSED; FAILURES FEARED 


Chicago Board of Trade Remains Open but 
Wheat Declines F ollowing Sensational Rise 
of 9 Cents on Tuesday. 


CHICAGO, July N. While stock and 
grain exchanges in many places 
throughott the world were closed today 
on account of the unsettled conditions 
due to the War between Austria and 
Servia, the directors of the Chicagu 
Board of Trade today decided to let the 
board remain open for the time being 
awaiting developments. 

In the majority of European cities and 
in Canada the stock exchanges either 
were closed or the trading limited in 
order to prevent members of the ex- 
changes from being forced to the wall by 
the rapid fluctuation in prices. 

The St. Petersburg, Hamburg and 
Frankfort bourses were closed, as was 
the Liverpool Stock Exchange, while 
trading on the Berlin bourse was lim- 
Ned. The stock exchanges in Montreal 
and Toronto (Canada) were closed. 
Prices of stock were greatly depressed 


The wheat market here, however, in 
the early trading failed to follow the 
sensational advance of 9 cents made 


yesterday and early prices werd a trus- 


tion lower. 

Although half an hour after trading 
had opened troops of spectators were 
still crowding the stairways and jam- 
ming the galleries, the tur moll in the 
trading pita had by that time subsided.

„Political murders are common in the 
Balkans. The people are imbued with 
the idea that they can always have re- 
course to slaying. Murder is a method 
of propaganda. 

“Servia did not want war. She is in 
a tight place economically. The Servians 
went pretty far in accepting Austria's 
terms. Italy was not desirous of get- 
ting into it, and I don't believe Germany 
induced Austria to take the step.

WAR NOT NEW TO BELGRADE, 
UNDER SIEGE MANY TIMES 


Ancient Stronghold on Danube Has Been Bone of Con- 
tention; and Changed Ownership Frequently; 
Turks Held It for Years. 


Where the blue Dantibe and the slug- 
gzish Save meet, less than three score 
miles from the Hungarian frontier, 
sits Belgrade, city of .sieges, awaiting 
the. putcome of the Austrian war on the 
Servian Government. 

War is nothing novel to Belgrade— 
the city was the very bone of conten- 
tion in days gone by, when the now 
degenerate Turk pounded at the doors 
of Christendom and threatened to sweep 
Europe, even as Attila the Hun did 
centuries before. Time and again, Bel- 
grade felt the attack of the Moslem; 
time and again, Servian, Montenegrin 
and Hungarian heroes hurled back the 
invader. Zriny, a veritable host, ac- 
complished seeming miracles in defense 
of Europe—Hunyadi saved middle Ru- 
repe from Turkish ravages, and—al- 
ways, Belgrade bore the brunt of the

In those days the town was divided 
into two sections, the old Russian, or 
Sava-Makhala district, and the Turkish, 
Dorcol, or Cross-Road section.

A hundred years later the Bulgarians 
took possession, to be ousted two cen- 
turies later by the Byzantine Emperor, 
Basil II. 
der King Stephen, took it from the 
Greeks, from which time it changed, 
hands repeatedly, Greeks, Bulgarians 
and Hungarians fighting for its posses- 
sion. The city, considered the key to 
Hungary, was called Darol-i-Jehad, the 
home of wars for faith,’’ by the Turks, 
and they used every endeavor to cap- 
ture and keep it. 

Ceded to Hungartans. 

In 1427 it was ceded to the Hungarians 
by the Servians. In 1456 the Turks 
sought its capture and were completely 
routed by Mungarians under John Hun- 
yadi and John Capistran, the fighting 
monk. In 1621. Sultan Suleiman captured 
the stronghold, to hold it untii 1688, 
when the Austrians took it, only to lose 
it two years later. In 1717, Prince Hu- 
gene of Savoy captured Belgrade for the 
Austrians, who kept it until 1739, when 
the Turks again obtained a foothold. 
They kept the Servian town until 1789, 
when the Austrians carried ‘it by as- 
sault, loging it once more, three years 
later, In 1807 the Servians overwhelmed 
the Turkish garrison, keeping possession. 
for six years, . when the Turks again 
turned the tables.

I must, 
therefore, proceed by force of arms 
to secure those indispensable 
Pledges which alone can insure 
tranquility to new states within 
and lasting. peace without. 

“In this solemn hour I am fully 
conscious of: the whole significance 
of my resolve and my responsibil- 
ity before the Almighty.

1 trust in 
my peoples who throughout every 
storm have always rallied in united 
loyalty around my throne and have 
always been prepared for the sever- 
est sacrifices for the honor, great- 
ness and might of the fatherland.

GROUPS OF POWERS CAN 
HARDLY KEEP OUT OF WAR 


Triple Alliance and Entente Face Clash Again 
as Result of Rival Purposes— Austria Long. 
Has Feared Inroads of Slavs. 


— 


From the New York Evening Sun. 
For the third time in the last five 

years the two great groups of European 

Powers, the Triple Alliance and the 


Triple Entente, stand face to face with 
the obvious possibility that war may re- 
sult from the clash of rival purposes. 
Today Russia, France and Great Britain 
are in one camp, Germany, Austria and 
Italy in the other, and between the 
two lies the old question of European 
balance of power. ö 

In 1909, when Austria annexed Bosnia. 
France, Great Britain and Russia pro- 
tested. The annexation was in fact an 
express violation of the agreement made 
in the great Congress of Berlin after 
the Russo-Tutkish War. It not merely 
increased the territory of a member of 
the Triple Alliance, but it extinguished 
the hope of a ‘little Slav state racially, 
politically, religiously related to Russia. 

At the critical moment in 1909 Ger- 
many appeared in shining armor,” de- 
clared for Austrian purposes and threw 
her sword into the balance. Russia, and 
her allies were unready for war and 
were compelled to accept the crushing 
and humiliating defeat—but the gonse- 
quences of the defeat were manifold. 
From that hour began Russian in- 
triguing in the Balkans, to promote that 
unity which was presently to destroy 
Turkey. 

Germany Yielded in ‘1911. 

In 1911, when Germany sent her war- 
ship to Agadir, the two groups came 
into collision again. In 1909 Germany 
had threatened Russia; in 1911 she men- 
aced France, demanding as the price of 
recognition of a French protectorate in 
Morocco huge terr:zoriai grants for her- 
self. But this time the Triple Entente 
was less compliant. British fleets as- 
sembled, Russian armies were mobilized 
and finally Lloyd-George made the mem- 


| orable speech which amounted to a 


warning to Germany that Engiand stood 
with France. 

Then it was Germany’s turn to yield. 
as it had been Russia’s in 1909. Some 


+ territorial gain she did make in the 


swamps ot the Ubanghi, but Morocco 
became French, Gernan prestige was 
terribly shaken, and the pagsionate re- 
sentment of the German people has 
found expression ever since in the press 
and in the utterances of many of her 
public men. 

The defeat of the Triple Alliance in 
Morocco was quickly followed by dis- 
asters more serious. Italy went to 
Tripoli and in making war upon Turkey 
attacked a Power regarded in Germany 
as an ally, whose army, Germain trained, 
was confidently expected to stand with 
the Triple Alliance on the great day of 
European confiict.

Defeated by Italy, Turkey was next

Austrian bully'ng of Servia 
provoked protest, riot, disorder, at 
home. In Bohemia, Croatia, Galicia, 
Slav populations protested in vain, but 
found cause for hope and enthusiasm 
in the triumph of the Serb. 

Only one diplomatic triumph Austria 
brought home in her campaign. Ser- 
vian aspirations for a “window on the 
sea were thwarted and the Albanian 
kingdom was created. But no sooner 
had it been created than the rival am- 
bitions of Italy and Austria began to 
Clash and European observers forecast 
& quarrel between Austria and Italy 
such as -Schiesswig-Holstein provoked 
between Italy and Austria. 


Thus, on the edge of the present cri- 
sis the Triple Alliance found itselt in 
a badly weakened cundition. Austria 
cn her southern boundary was con- 
fronted with Serb and Mumantian 
armies, whose fighting capacity was 
proved, whore national aspirations 
would be promoted by Austrian «ujsrup- 
tion. Greece, too, excluded from North 
Epirus by Italy, had been driven to the 
Entente and possessed a fleet and an 
army to be reckoned with. 


Germany Enters Intrigue, 


At home Austria faced growing dis- 
order. Her Slay populations, their ra- 
clal pride and confidence roused by 
Servian and Bulgarian victories, no 
longer endured with patience the perse- 
cutions ot Germans and Hungarians. 
Disloyalty was on the increase on all 
sides, and Austria seemed about to suc- 
ceed Turkey as “the Sick Man of Eu- 
rope.“ 

im this situation German newspapers 
and public men began to demand that 
the clash bétween the Triple Alliance 
and the Triple Entent- should be post- 
poned no longer. Time plainly was 
with the enemy. Austria was growing 
weaker.

Only 279 of 2500 Members Re- 
ply to Letter Inquiring Into 
Business Depression. 


VARIOUS CAUSES. GIVEN 


| 169 Say Business Is Bad, 59 
Good, 49 Fair; Numerous 
Remedies Are Suggested. 


No committee will be sent by the Busi- 
ness Men's League to Washington to 


confer with President Wilson on busi- 
ness conditions, according to announce- 
ment made by President Capen Wednes- 
1 

The league recently sent out letters to 
its 2500 members asking their opinion 
as to whether it would be advisable to 
send a committee to Washington to see 
the President. They were also request- 
ed to give their views on business condi- 
pene and suggest remedies for the busi- 
ness depression if they believed such de- 
pression existed. 

Only 279 members responded to the re- 
quest of the league. Of these 169 said 
business was bad, 59 declared it was 
‘good, 49 said it was fair and two that it 
was quiet. Of those who answered the 
letter 75 said their own business was 
normal, 48 above normal and 142 below 
normal. 

Causes of Depression. 

Many causes for the depression were 
given and many suggestions were made. 
Here is a summary of the answers with 
respect to the cause of the depression: 

“Universal dullness, 9; tariff changes, 
88; manufacturing cost and low prices, 
53; too much legislation and agitation, 
77; uncertainty and lack of confidence, 
138; anti-corporation action, 23; labor, 10; 
bad crops, drouth and floods, 47; too 
many officeholders, 1; wars, 25; unem- 
ployed, 18; pessimism, 3; knokers, 3; con- 
servatism, 8; readjustment, 11; automo- 
bile, 2; corporation scandals, 30; investi- 
gations, 2; industrial depression, 74; 
newspapers, 4; tight money, 9; extrava- 
gance, 3: overproduction, 3; expan- 
sion, 5; psychological, 2; slow courts, 1.“ 

Remedies Suggested, 

The suggestions for remedying the 
conditions were as varied as the causes 
assigned for them by the writers of the 
letters. It will be observed that 55 fa- 
vored the completion of President Wil- 
son’s schedule of legislation while 6 
suggested the adjournment of Con- 
gress. Here is the summary: 
“National business commission 5. 
easier money 3, change of politics i, 
more public work 5,.prevent over-capi- 
talization 6, fairness to corporations 9. 
take business out of politics 1, stop 
legislation and agitation 60, adjourn 
Congress 60, quit knocking 2%, increase’ 
railroad freight rates 75, enforce the 
laws 3, treat labor unions and trusts 
alike A. do not regulate corporations 1.

The Post-Dispatch has never presumed to select 


| tickets for the support of voters in elections. 


We have, under extraordinary circumstances, 
singled out candidates when we believed their 
special fitness made their nomination or election 


over their opponents a valuable contribution to 


soo the public welfare. 

| Unless. circumstances justify a special catepaser 
for or against candidates or atzainst party tickets, 
on account of their conspicuous fitness or unfit- 


ligations, we feel that our duty is done when we 
inform voters concerning the character and quali- 


j fications of candidates. Freedom of choice be- 


tween candidates of geod character and equip- 
ment should rest with the voters. 

Necessarily, a newspaper which endeavors to 
inform its readers about candidates is confined 
to the records of the men in or out of office. To 
gc beyond available records would be nothing 
more than an expression of opinion on the part 
of the newspaper. 

In the approaching primaries the great list of 
candidates precludes more than.a mere summary of 
names, addresses and occupations, which are of 
little value to voters. The list would confuse 
voters without offering them valuable informa- 
tion. : 

We have limited our work in the primary elec- 
tion to the publication of the public records of 
three candidates for office of sufficient im- 
portance to justify the work. 

The three candidates whose records mark them 
as unfit for the offices they seek are: 

JOHN P. COLLINS, Democratic candidate for 
Congress in the Twelfth District. 

WILLIAM /SCHOENLAUB, Democratic candi- 
date for the State Senate in the Thirty-second 
District. 

DAVE NELSON, Democratic candidate for the 
State Senate in the Thirty-fourth District. 

Collins was a member of the old School Board 
of unsavory memory and while in the State Sen- 
ate voted to repeal the nonpartisan School Board 
election law. He acted with the Morton-Farris 
Senate combine and voted against the repeal of 


in bribery. He was indicted four times for operat- 
ing lotteries and policy games. His nomination 
for Congress would be a reproach to the Demo- 
cratic party and would probably result in defeat. 
Schoenlaub served in the Senate with Collins 
and has a similar record. He was indicted on a 
charge of operating a lottery. 

Dave Nelson’s record in the Senate at least 
equals the other two in bad service. He was a 
racetrack bookmaker and prize fight referee. He 
championed the breeders’ law when the people 
demanded its repeal, in order to break up the 
swindling and demoralizing racetracks. 

These three men should be defeated. 

The most important local offices for which can- 
didates are to be selected are the Circuit Judges. 
There are good candidates on all the tickets— 
sufficient good lawyers of excellent standing, 
character and equipment to outfit several tickets. 
On the other hand, there are enough candidates 
for the Circuit bench who are not up to the stand- 
ard to seriously impair the n of our 
Three of the Republican candidates are now 
on the bench and have good judicial records. Re- 
publican voters should be sure that they have 
excellent new material before rejecting Judges 
Hitchcock, Grimm and McQuillin. They deserve 
renominatlon. 

The best advice we can give voters considering 
candidates for the bench is to be asstired that the 
candidates they select are worthy and are com- 
petent to fill the offices. They should reject men 
of doubtful attainment and character; they should 
reject- political candidates and chronic: office 
seekers. * 

Apart from the imperative necessity of having 
good men in office, voters should bear in mind 
that in the probable close contest in November 
rone but the best candidates will survive.

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AUSTRIAN AFFRONTS TO RUSSIA.

Which is to say that St. Petersburg has been 
standing things from Vienna ever since Russia 
emerged, stripped of prestige and crippled, from 
its contest with Japan. Throwing to the winds 
an agreement between the two countries for the 
mutual restraint of their clashing ambitions: to 
control Serb destinies in Southeastern Burope, 
austria proceeded instantly to take advantage of 
its opportunity. It forced from Constantinople 
a concession for a railroad of large strategic value 
running from the Adriatic into Turkish territory. 
It seized Bosnia and Herzegovina in the fall of 
1908 in brazen defiance of the terms of the Berlin 
Congress. There were mutterings then and mob- 
ilizations, but nothing came of them. 

With Russia sullen, maddened but impotent, 
Austria interfered at every turn in the war of 
the Balkan allies against Turkey. When the 
allies had won, Austria restricted the territory 
Greece was permitted to annex, denied Servia a 
seaport, limited the brave Montenegrins to a con- 
temptible little slice of new territory and insisted 
on Albania being erected as an independent state 
for Austria itself to gobble after a few years, just 
as it gobbled Bosnia. Austrian intrigues were un- 
doubtedly responsible largely for the lamentable 
conflict among the allies that broke out while 
they were trying to agree on a division of the 
spoils. 

That is enough,” says the Czar. But is it 
enough? A general war is as much the dread 
of Europe now as it has been for seven and a half 
years. Austria, having suffered almost unexam- 
pled disasters in war, forfeited territory to Italy 
and to Germany and lost its century-old position. 
of leadership in the German Empire, finds it can 
dc better without war. It has presumed con- 
stantly on a tense situation in Europe. It has 
gained great advantages by making a series of 
gigantic bluffs that were successful because no- 
body wanted to fight. 

Its latest bluff to Russia is daring. But will 
Russia, wearied as it is of Austrian bluffing, call 
the bluff?

Politician Howe’s pull was obnoxiously evident 
in the incident in Judge Walker“ court Tuesday, 
when Howe was permitted to plead guilty to 
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ment of the costs, amounting to 33. 

Mr. Howe still owes the city his fine of $5.00, 
putting it at the minimum. In violating the speed 
law he made himself liable to a fine of from $5 
to $500. It was his second conviction for this 
offense, and it has been customary to increase 
the fine in such cases to $10. The law is man- 
datory. Its language is “Any person violating 
any of the provisions of above section (Sec. 2585 
Rev. Code), shall on conviction be subjected to a 
fine of not less than five nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars.”

Caillaux has been 
terribly punished. She is legally vindicated, but a 
shadow must darken the remainder of her life. 
In fact, none of those who figured in the trial 
emerge with added credit to themselves; even 
the memory of the dead editor does not remain 
ucaffected. 
Let us hope that the result will tend to higher 
standards of journalism, not only in France, where 
a particularly reckless style of journalism is not 
uucommon, but everywhere.

Whatever may chance to. be the out- 


the fact that a crisis has been imminent 
has served to call attention to the fact 
that Ireland hag entered upon a career 
of prosperity that is unexampled in her 
modern history. Intensive farming has 
been making great headway in Ireland 
in recent years. It is only, recently, 
comparatively speaking, that the Irish 
land laws were reformed and yet today 
300,794 Irish farmers own the land. that 
and nearly 300,000 more are 
just about ready to take advantage of 
the new laws and to buy out their 
landlords. 
Nor does the fact that the imperial 
Government financed the large cost of 
helping the tenant farmers to buy out 
their holdings, militate against the Irish 
industry and thrift that has made this 
possible. For while it has been a good 
thing for the Irish farmers, it has alge 
been a good thing for the Government, 
which has made a good profit out of 
supplying the money to the Irish tenant 
farmers. 

The London Times points out that the 
value of the food and drink stuffs pro- 


amounted to $160,000,000; a sum which 
exceeded the value of such supplies 
from any other country except Argen- 
tina. Great Britain bought most of 
these food stuffs, her bill for meat, but- 
ter and eggs purchased from Ireland 
being n out of the total of $150,- 
000, 000. * 

It is ‘ir eee to note, too, that in 
this modern. prosperity Ulster has not 
shared as largely as the rest ot the 
Emerald Isle. There is more land in 
Ulster than in Leinster, but in the latter 
a 
higher valuation. Munster, even, runs 
ahead of Ulster, which has only 420,000 
milch cows in the whole of the province 
as against 608,000 for Munster. The sta- 
tistical reports show also that the re- 
tail trade in Irish cities outside of Ul- 
ster is much better than it is in that 
province.
